National Socialism received its 
support from a middle class smart 
ing under the loss of national 
honour imposed by the Treaty of 
Versailles, stated Reginal Louthood 
in his speech on "Tne Economic 
and Political Roots of Fascism," be- 
fore the Historical Club last night. 

In the opening meeting Louthood 
traced the history of Germany from 
the formation of a socialist post-war 
republic to the growth of a national 
socialism which precipitated the 
country into a world war. 

He stated that the depression 
which commenced in 1323 was the 
turning point in German history, 
The country was unable to carry on 
with the capitalist form of govern 
ment which then existed. Tne only 
alternatives were communism and 
fascism. 

Through the blunders of Ger 
macyi politicians in 1*32 Hitler was 
given the chancellorship of the 
Reich. Louthood stated that with 
the backing of the country's 
monopolists of industry and terror- 
istic tactics he was able to institute 
an authoritarian state. 

The act* of aggression which fol 
lowed culminated in the present 
conflict. 

The speaker was introduced by 
L. Se^in who announced that the 
membership of the club had reach 
cd its fuJJ quota under the con 
stitution. He announced that out- 
standing speakers on current events 
would be mvittd st coming 
meetings.

lives in the lust war. In addition 
to its tribute at (he Cenotaph, 
which took the form of a wreath 
laid by Colonel A. A. Magco, 
Acting Officer Commanding the 
McGill Contingent, C.O.T.C., 
wreaths were laid by Colonel 
Magcc, accompanied by Contin- 
gent officers, at the memorial 
tablet in the Redpath Library 
and in the Arts Building. Up at 
Molson Stadium, at nine-thirty 
in the morning, thirty members 
of the McGill Siege Battery As- 
ociation, (10th Battery) gath- 
ered to hold their sen-ice of re- 
membrance of sixteen of their 
number who were killed on ac- 
tive service and the many others 
who have joined them through 
the passing years. 

The laying of a wreath at the 
tablet in the Redpath Library takes 
on added significance this year, for 
the tablet, unveiled at a special 
Memorial Ceremony on May 12, 
1935, is inscribed "In memory of 
the Officers, Warrant Officers, Non- 
commissioned officers and men of 
the 148th Battalion, C.E.F. (af- 
filiated McGill Continent C.O.T.C.) 
who gave their lives in the Great 
War." Thus, the McGill Contingent 
is authorized to perpetuate ths 
name of an Overseas Unit. 

Mobilised in 1915. 

The 148th Battalion C. E. F. was 
mobilized on the 26th November, 
1015, under the command of Colonel 
A. A. Magcc. It proceeded overseas 
with a strength of thirty-two offi- 
cers and nine-hundred and fifty- 
three other ranks. Of these over six 
hundred v/ere wounded and two 
hundred and three were kllicd in 
îction or died on service. 

Whilo training in England tho 
148lh Battalion was selected on sev- 
eral occasions for demonstration 
purposes as an example to other 
troops. 

On arrival in France It was select- 
ed as a battalion of the Slh Cana- 
dian Division, After the Battle of 
the .Somme, reinforcements were

Noise-abaiemec: cannot be en- 
forced merely by the passage of 
laws, but people eus; be educated 
to the detrimental effects cf a noisy 
environment, declared Professor 
Reilly of the Physics Department 
in a speech before members of the 
Maccabean Curie yesterday after- 
noon. The talk was supplemented 
by a number of skies deahng with 
the subject of noise. 

Professor Reilly listed several ill 
effects that noise could have in 
cities. It tended, he found, to make 
urban dwellers neurotic. Moreover, 
a continuous noisy environment, ac- 
cording to she speaker, was a seri- 
ous threat to hearing and could 
destroy some auditory organs com- 
pletely. It had been found in tests. 
Professor Reilly said, tha: between 
ten and twelve per cent, of city 
residents suffered from defective 
hearing. Undue noise, the speaker 
held, also frequently lowered effi- 
ciency in office workers. 

Noise-abatement. Professor Reilly 
declared, consists in the elimination 
of unnecessary noises and the re- 
duction of necessary ones. Conse- 
quently, he continued, attention 
must not be confined solely to the 
noise produced by the movement of 
traffic or to ordinary street noises, 
but an attempt must be made to 
remedy the conditions in factories 
and similar establishments that tend 
to produce noise. Over eight hun- 
dred factories and other organiza- 
tions m this city, the professor said, 
had spent money to better condi- 
tions 

Local Case Cited. 

Professor Reilly cued the case of 
a local insurance office which occu- 
pier the floor beneath a shoo plant. 
The health of the office employees 
suffered, and m a survey this was 
found to be traceable directly to the 
noise from the factory on the floor. 
As a consequence, tho lease of the 
insurance office was broken. Lord

SMITH GOES TO WASH- 
INGTON" Is one of the best pic- 
tures Ihnl lins come I» Montreal in 
a long lime. Hirer-led by Frank 
Capra of "Mr. iJeHs" fame, with 
situs Jamës Stewart and Jenn 
Arthur, and « strong supporting 
cnsl Including Claude Italnes, Ed- 
ward Arnold and Thomas Mitchell, 
llie picture presents a fast-moving 
story of honesty versus graft In 
America's cnpllal city. 

Stewart Is excellent as Jefferson 
Smith, « simple and passionately 
Idrallslle young man who Is ap- 
pointed lo llie Senate as an unwil- 
ling stooge lo a gang of crooks 
headed by James Taylor (Edward 
Arnold), which Is running his home 
Male. Filled with the ideals of 
Lincoln and Jefferson, and with a 
IromcndoUS fnlth In Iho American 
heritage of freedom and democracy, 
he arrives In Washington where lie 
has Ills first rude awakening at the 
hands of Ihat city's hard-boiled 
newspaper correspondents. 

His second shock comes after he 
has proposed a bill lo the house 
concerning a certain section of land 
which he wisher, turned Into a Na 
llonal boya' camp, the land lo he 
paid for by the boys themselves 
Here he runs inlo opposition in the 
person of Taylor, who has determ- 
ined lo use this land in a trcmond- 
ous graft scheme, and Smith finds 
that Senator Joe Payne, a man 
whom he has admired all his life Is 
working hand in glove with Taylor. 
From then on the story follows the 
attempt of the Taylor machine to 
have Smith removed from the Sen- 
ate, and ends in the climax of 
Smith's twenty-three hour filibus- 
ter, which he embarks upon at the 
instigation of Jean Arthur, his hard 
boiled and wisecracking secretary 
who has fallen in love with him 
This sequence is beautifully done, 
and there are humorous touches in 
it that are very reminiscent of the 
court room scene in "Mr. Deeds 
Goes to Town." 

A picture such as this might 
easily descend to a level of clap- 
trap patriotism and flag-waving, 
but good direction and sincere act 
ing have saved it from this, and 
turned it into a first class movie. 
The two leads are excellent, but a 
great deal of credit must go also 
to Claude Raines, who plays the 
part of Senator Payne, Edward 
Arnold as Taylor, and Thomas 
Mitchell as Diz, the cynical news 
paper man. 

All in all it Is a picture well 
worth seeing.
